Tho 
Act of February 19, 1867, defining the 
duties and powers of County Commis- 
sioners, provides that in letting all 
contracts of any and every kind, char- 
acter and description whatever, where 
the contract in the aggregate amounts 
to five hundred dollars or more, the 
County Commissioners shall advertise 
such contract or contracts to be let, 
stating the nature and character there- 
of." The syndicate ignores this act 
and quotes in support of the action of 
the Commissioners the decisions of tiio 
Supreme Court in the cases of U. 31. 
Clarke ts. Lyon county, and A. 0. 
Ellis et al. vs. \Vashoe county. I3oth 
of. these cases are reported in the 
Seventh Nevada aud in neither was llio 
question of advertising raised. 


The syndicate must think the rbadors 


of the evening paper are as credulous 
and unsophisticated as its nominal ed- 
itor aad assume that if they can im- 
pose upon him they can deceive tbe 
readers of his paper. The Act of 1867 
above quoted defining the duties and 
powers of County Commissioners is to 
plain that no person who can read the 
EagUsh language can fail to under- 
stand it.

Monroe Doctrine in the Senate— An In- 


teresting JEpiaodc in the House 


WASHINGTON, January 16.— Senator 


Call gave notice to-day that he would 
soon movo for the discharge of the 
Foreign Relations Committee from the 
consideration of the resolution for the 
recognition of the Cubans as belliger- 
ants, 111 order to have tbe Senate vote 
directly on the question without delay. 


Sewell introduced a resolution on 


the Monroe doctrine in the Senate to- 
day. The resolution declared that the 
President has pressed the doctrine be- 
yond what was intended, and that bis 
interpretation of it will involve us in 
foreign complications and virtually ex- 
pend a protectorate over Mexico and 
the South American States. 


Hul? addressed the Senate to-day on 


:iis bill authorizing the Postmaster 
General to contract with the Pacific 
Cable Company for the transmission of 
Government messages 
between the 


United States and Hawaii. Hale stated 
that, in round numbers, the bill com- 
miis the United States to the subven- 
tion of about $250,000. It was a plain 
business enterprise, bringing Hawaii 
close to our doors. 


There was an interesting episode in 


the House to-day, inspired by Grow, 
who declared that tbe New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce in a pamphlet widely 
circulated, cast reflections on the good 
faith of the House. 
The pamphlet 


criticized the House for not paying to 
Canadian sealers $400,000, which it was 
asserted 
had 
been arbitrated and 


awarded to the owners of seized vessels. 


Crisp made the point that the pamph- 


let presented no question of privilege. 


Grow contended that since reflections 


upon the members of tbe House \vere a 
:>riviiege, a reflection upon the whole 
Flouse was much more privileged. The 
Board of Arbitration did not award a 
dollar of damages. 


Grow declared: "If that had been 


done it would have been dishonest not 
to pay it and it is u reflection on tbe 
House to say that such an award was 
made and not paid." 


The Speaker ruled that no question 


of privilege was presented, whereupon 
Grow took his scat saying, "well I am 
satisfied." 


A bill was passed authorizing the 


leasing of lauds in Arizona for educa- 
tional purposes. The House resinned 
consideration of the Pension bill. An 
order was adopted that general debate 
be closed to-day and the bill bo taken 
up by paragraphs t o-morrow under the 
five minute iulc.

Gold Mines Repudiated and 


Bond Surrendered,

The sensation of the day is the re- 


pudintion of tho purchase of the Buck- 
eye placer gold mines officially con- 
cluded at 11 meeting of the interested 
parties held last evening. The sale 
was mado in October last to the rich 
Lane-Hayward-Hobart combination of 
California capitalists for $250,000, the 
purchasers giving a bond for the pay- 
ment of that amount in and after June 
next and paying $19,000 cash down. 
They also purchased 
from 
outside 


parties a water right or reservoir site 
on the headwaters of Carson river with 
a view to bringing water through fifty 
miles of canal,- ditch and flume to work 
the mines. This water right they re- 
tain. They started a survey of the 
ditch, located a largo amount of ground 
adjoining tho 1,700 acres they pur- 
chased and put forty or fifty men at 
work prospecting and developing their 
purchase, costing considerable in tho 
way of wages, supplies, transportation, 
etc. 


The principal work had been dene on 


the Black Horse claim or location in 
Buckeye canyon, whore an open cut 
developed a bed of fine looking gravel 
twelve or fifteen feet deep, rich in 
coarse placer gold which sold at the 
Carson Mint for over $19 per ounce. 
But what was called tho bedrock was 
not generally considered to be so, and 
among the very first of the now pro- 
prietory operations was to go to the 
expense of sinking a shaft, down into 
this bedrock. 
It was sunk to the 


depth of 151! feet through a variated 
wash deposit and 110 true bedrock. 
Some pretty fair gold prospects were 
found all the way down, but nothing 
like that at the surface. Near tho bot- 
tom of the shaft some most beautiful 
pieces of silicified or agatized wood 
were found, being sections of the trunk 
and branches of a pretty good sized tree, 
which, judging from the formation and 
grain, must have been cottonwood. 
Pieces- weighing thirty or forty pounds 
were sent to San Francisco. No finer 
or more beautiful wood petrifaction 
was ever found on the Pacific Coast. 
Its greatest significance, however, is a 
demonstration 
of 
the 
geological 


character of the earth at that particular 
point. 
Sinking deeper was discon- 


tinued by reason of too much water, 
and the necessity of the erection of 
costly machinery for pumping and 
hoisting. 


Various reasons are assigned for the 


cibaadonment of tho purchase; that the 
property Joes not turn out us valuable 
or prospectively productive as '.v^s an. 
:icipated; too much trouble and cost 
in procuring 
and 
introducing the 


necessary 
water; big commissions 


claimed for paities securing the pur- 
chase and title; alleged trespasses by 
locators, etc. Anyhow the whole ne- 
gotiation 
is 
declared off, and tho 


property reverts to its origiual locators 
and owners, the extensive Raycraft 
family and relative connections, and 
quite a number of outsiders, all resi- 
dents of Ormsby and Douglas counties. 


Some public opinion also is expressed 


that perhaps this puichase has been 
repudiated with the purpose of throw- 
ing tho property iuto disrepute, dis- 
couraging or freezing out tho numer- 
ous small holders, and securing it at a 
much less price later on. Buckeye is 
nearly thirty-five miles southeast from 
Carson, and the mines aro a discovery 
of the last three or four years. The 
famous Zirn mine ('quartz) is in the 
direction, at Pinenut, ten miles nearer. 
It is also bonded for $70,000, which is 
expected to be paid in u few days. 


This Buckeye disruption is a great 


disappointment detrimental to the in- 
terests of this 
section, the 
more 


especially as the purchasers started in 
so promisingly, spending plently of 
money, with unlimited means at their 
command.

Power Cons.1 'n>iion in Piano Pljiyiug. 


The amoui_L «f power expended iu 


playing on a piano has recently been 
Jgured out in a way which, if not alto- 
gether accurate, is at least interesting. 
Oommentinfe .a the statement made 
;hat " it i^qoircs more force to sound a 
note gently on this instrument than it 
does to lift the lid of a kettle," the 
American AH Journal says that this is 
easy to verify if one takes a small 
idndful of coins and piles them on a 


y of the piano. When a sufficient 


quantity is piled on to make a note 
sound, they may be weighed and the 
figures will be found to be true. If the 
pianist is playing fortissimo, a much 


reater force is needed. At times a 
'orce of six pounds is thrown upon a 
single key to produce a solitary effect. 
tVith chords the force is generally 
spread over the various notes sounded 
simultaneously, though a i?reater out- 
put of force is undoubtedly expended. 
This is what gives pianists the wonder- 
ul strength in their fingers that is 
often commented on. 


'A story used to be told of Paderew- 


ski that he could crack a pane of French 
plate glass half an inch thick merely 


placing one hand upon it as if upon 


a keyboard and striking it sharply with 
iis middle finger. Chopin's last study 
in C minor has a passage which takes
